While a student 
at the University of Pennsylvania he 
enlisted as a private in the Mexican 
War.

had to be decided by averaging the 
grades given each by the judges. 


Two tests were applied to the ora- 


tions—literary merit and delivery, 
and whether or not they increased 
interest in and respect for the con- 
stitution of the United States. 


Musical numbers were provided 


by Miss Betty Waggoner, pianist; 
Miss Helen Jaehnc, soprano, both of 
this city and Ned Jackman of Mil- 
roy vocalist, and all were accorded 
enthusiastic applause. 


The orators had a small hearing, 


on account of the very inclement 
weather, but each school was repre- 
sented by a delegation. 


Mr. Titsworth recalled in his in- 


troductry remarks that the 130th 
anniversary of the constitution was 
observed last September, and during 
the observance, which was spon- 
sored bv bar associations all over 
the United States, it was realized 
that the people did not appreciate 
the constitution, that there were ten 
million foreigners- in this country 
who did not understand its meaning 
and that there were many foreign- 
language newspapers with anarchis- 
tis tendencies to be combattcd.
